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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-2, drawn to a cleaning solution, classified, for example, in class 
252, subclasses 79. 1+. 

II. Claims 3-13, drawn to methods of using the Group I cleaning solution for 
fabrication of a semiconductor device, classified, for example, in class 
438, subclasses 4+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). 

In the instant case, the claimed cleaning solution is not limited by the preamble or 
body of the claim to be exclusively for use in semiconductor manufacturing. 

For example, one of ordinary skill in a different art might apply the claimed 
cleaning solution to residue on a decorative metal article, rather than in a process of 
making a semiconductor device as claimed in claims 3-13. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i).

6. Applicant's submittal of an IDS is acknowledged. The references cited therein 
will be considered following applicant's election and response to this action. 

Relevant References and Examiner Comments 

7. The examiner has included a Form-892, citing references particularly relevant to 
applicant's claimed cleaning solution (i.e. claims 1-2). Each of the references 
seemingly anticipates applicant's claimed cleaning solution. Accordingly, applicant is 
encouraged to review the references and amend the claims, if appropriate, in an effort 
to place the case in condition for allowance when responding to this action. 

Furthermore, "hydrogen fluoric acid" is technically incorrect in that it should read 
-hydrofluoric acid- or some grammatically proper synonym known to chemists. 

The examiner will consider rejoinder of the restricted claims after receiving 
applicant's response, and will rejoin depending whether or not applicant's response 
reduces the burden to examine the patentably distinct inventions of Groups I and II.

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Each of the references cited seem to anticipate applicant's 
"cleaning solution" as presently claimed.
